| Preamble. O RAS MUC H as great Care hath been had, for divers Tears paſt, for 


the quieting, ſettling, and aſcertaining all Mens Rights and Poſſeſſions 
in and to their Lands and Tenements within this Ifland, fo as that the Difficul- 
ty and determining Mens Intereſts through the Defects of former Grants, or © 
the Weakneſs of Men in the Infancy of Settlements, as to Deeds and due 
Forms of Law, hath been of late Years reaſonably well evinced and cleared, 
and the Limitation of Time, as to Mens Rights and Eſtates, Claims and Pro- 
perties, hath been ſucceſſively enlarged and continued beyond Expectation, 
whereby all Capacities and Conditions of Perſons might arrive to a Challenge 
of any their Eſtates; and that it is high time now the Poſſeſſors of Lands 
ſhould, in ſome meaſure, be free from the daily Vexation of unwarranted 
Claims, Entries, and ſecret Poſſeſſions, gained by litigious, troubleſome,

concerned, fuch Negroes being ſold oftentimes for half their Worth, even to 
the Ruin of the Plantations to which they belong, and this many times when 


there are other Effects by which Means ſuch Negroes might be preſerved : Be 
it therefore enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Guardian, Execu- 


tor, or Adminiſtrator, {hall conſent or agree with any Marſhal, Officer, Cre-
